Thursday Morning Figures Indicate 


Pattison Has 50,000—Entire State

__ Columbus, O., Nov. 9.—Latest re- 
turns indicate that John M. Pattison 
has been elected governor of Ohio by 
WTlurality -exceeding 45,000.-

majority in both houses of the legis- 
lature, -bat there is still some uncer- 
tainty as to the balance of the state 
ticket The earlier returns of the day 
were apparently from sections favor- 
able to Governor Herrick. for he held 
a lead over the balance of his ticket 
until fuller returns from the country 
districts cut into his vote severely 
and he seemed to be over 40,000 votes 
behind the balance of his ticket. If 
that difference stands the victory on 
these offices will depend on the size of . June 3, 1905. 
Pattison's plurality, with the'chances 
in favor of the 
Democratic ticket. 


Chairman Garber figured pluralities 
for Pattison that aggregated, close to 
55.000, in which event the entire Dem- 
ocratic ticket -was safe. ..The Repub- 
licans have given out no later esti- 
mates since that of Chairman Dick, 
conceding the election of Pattison by 
25.000 plurality, but later reports re- 
ceived 'at headquarters indicate that 
a larger figure is correct. 


The state officers and legislators 


chosen Tuesday'will serve three years 
instead of two. as heretofore, the con- 
stitutional amendment for biennal 
elections 'pro-riding that the terms of 
officials elected at this time shall ex- 
pire on January 1. 1909. at which time, 
the state officers and 
legislators 


chosen in November. 1908. will as- 
sume office. 
The legislature chosen 


in 1908 will choose a United States 
senator in succession to Senator £ora- 
ker. For some time there was con- 
fusion on this point, and it was widely 
but incorrectly asserted that the leg- 
islature just chosen would name JFora- 
ker's succemsor. 


The Legislature. 


Republican estimates give the Dem- 


ocrats two to five majority in the nest 
senate and from ten to fifteen in the 
house, and these are probably the 
minimum estimates. The Democratic 
claim is a majority of five hi the sen- 
ate and over forty in the house. 
I^ater reports to Chairman Garber 
from all sections of the state indi- 
cated a plurality for Pattison of more 
than 55,000, and he said he believed 
that if the gains continued it might 
reach 60,000. Republican advices indi- 
cated that, leaving out the five large 
counties, the Herrick loss in the re- 
maining 83 counties would average 
600 votes to the county, or a differ-

The fact that the new senate is

appointments. Among these are W. 
M. Kennedy, chief inspector of steam 
engineers,' -who was appointed April 
20, 1905. Paul "Worthington, member 
of the state board of pardons, ap- 
pointed last July. J. C. Morris, state 
commissioner of railroads, appointed 
March-18. 1905. A. I. Vorys. state su- 
perintendent of insurance, appointed 


M. D. Ratchford. state 


commissioner of 
labor 
statistics, 


whose term expired April, 1904, but 


, no successor was 
ever 
appointed. 


Mark Slater, superintendent of state 
printing, whose term has expired, and 
no appointment has been made to th 
place. George Harrison, state inspec- 
tor of mines, who has just entered 
upon has term of office. John £t Mor- 
gan, state inspector of shops and fac- 
tories, who was appointed April 28. 
1905. If the senate refuses to con- 
firm these appointments, vacancies at 
once exist, which Governor Pattisoa 
may immediately fill. 


The members of city boards of re- 


view are appointed now by the state 
board of appraisers assessors. It is 
composed of the attorney general, sec- 
retary of state, auditor of state and 
state treasurer. Now that the Demo- 
crats have elected the state treasurer 
and the attorney general, the board 
will be a tie politically and there will 
be an agreement or a deadlock in the 
selection of the members of these 
boards. The boards of state institu- 
tions now contain three Republicans 
and two Democrats, so that as soon as 
vacancies occur "in these boards the 
institutions will pass into the control 
of the Democrats.

"Discussion as to whether baseball 


has advanced in the last decade leads 
me to think that one point in the ar- 
gument has been overlooked. That 
the game of today is more scientific 
than ten or fifteen years ago is gen- 
erally acknowledged, but as to wheth- 
er it is as Interesting to the laity is 
another question. 


"This very refinement, this scientl 


fie side of the game, has brought it to 
the point where the errors of commis- 
sion are more easily forgiven in a ball 
player than those 
of omission. In 


other words, I mean that the muffed, 
fly, the fumbled grounder, or the wide 
throw are not so severely criticised in 
the modern game as are errors of 
headwork and judgment, otherwise 
known as 'dumb' plays. 


"A single stroke of quick judgment 


may" nowadays change the whole as- 
pect of a game and pull victory out of 
apparent defeat. This is due to the 
fact that greater attention is paid now 
to the finer deails of play ban used to 
be the'case. It is to the team that can 
crystalize into a habit this attention 
to the finer points of the game that 
will finally win out. Other clubs may 
be its equal or even superior in gen- 
eral play, but the team that plays 
strict attention to the scientific side 
of the game is going to be successful 
in the long run. 


"Righf here was the difference be.. 


tweeB the old Baltimore club and the 
Philadelphia team. With the 'bat the 
Orioles weren't in it with the Phillies, 
who boasted such a galaxy of stars as 
Lajoie, Delehanty and Flick. But they 
couldn't beat out the Orioles or Han- 
Ion's Superbas in Brooklyn, because 
those teams played 'inside' baseball all 
the time, while the Phillies knew 
nothing but slug.

"Passes on balls cause more disas- 


ter to a club than almost any other 
form of misplay. More games are 
won and lost through the issuing of 
'passes' to opposing batsmen than 
most people credit Not until the 
pitchers learn that 'four balls' is to 
treated~as capital and not to be wasted 
until he has at least a strike or two' 
on the batsman will there be fewer 
games lost through loose pitching." 


This is the opinion as given recently 


by Jimmie McAleer, leader of the St 
Louis Browns, tailenders of the Amer- 
ican League. 


"Modern base ball is concentrated 


in the pitcher,' he says, "and the base 
on balls is an evil that ought to be 
curable, but persists in clinging to ths 
game. How many a had inning has 
started with that base on balls, and 
how many games have been won and 
lost through it! I have been told that 
the percentage of runners who score 
after having received a 'pass' is about 
one in four. At times I have been in- 
clined to believe they all scored, es- 
pcially when one of my pitchers issued 
it 


"The art of pitching has been re- 


duced to such a science that the box 
artist of today, to be successful, must 
know exactly where he wants to put 
every ball he feeds the batter, and 
then he must put it there.

In defense of this 
they maintain that exploding powder 
does not tear great holes in the ground 
as were found after the explosion. 


The entire township wa3 rocked by 


the explosion but there was no hole in 
the ground, thereby tending to prove 
the contention. Some damage was done 
for which the company will pay.
